Cleveland, Jan . 6.— In federal court 
here Judge W illiam L. Day handed 
down a decision terminating the five 
and a half years of litigation that has 
involved the W heeling and I^ake Erie 
railroad since it went into the hands 
of a receiver in June, 1900. 
H e up­ 
held the plea of the m inority stock­ 
holders, setting aside the contracts 
by which the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
end the W abash railroad were to turn 
over to the Wabash- Pittsburg terminal 
25 per cent of the gross receipts on 
all interchange of traffic as illegal and 
void. 
In the decision the claim against 
the road of the Central Trust company 
of New York for $8,000,000 was sus­ 
tained. 
This feature of the decision 
may necessitate a sale of the road.

For the year 1913 the specific ex­ 
emptions will be $2,500 or $3,333.33 in 
My I the case of a married person, and in 
j future years $3,000 and $4,000. W here 
1 the tax has been withheld on part of 


I the income at the source, or where 
part of the income comes as dividends 
; upon stock of a corporation which is 
I taxable under the corporation tax sec 
tion of the law, the regulations set 
forth that such incomes shall be dis­ 
counted from the individual’s total in- 
come when computing the amount on 
which he is taxable. 
The law imposes a tax of I per cent 
and 
provides that 
individuals 
who 
have an income of more than $20,000 
and not more than $50,000 shall pay 
an additional tax of I per cent on 
such amounts; on all more than $20,- 
000 and not more than $75,000, 2 per 
cent: on all more than $75,000 and

New York, Ja r . 6.— The task of set­ 
ting up the machinery which is to put 
in motion the new banking system ct 
the country was taken up here by tho 
federal reserve organization commit­ 
tee, consisting of Secretary McAdoo of 
the treasury department and Secre­ 
tary Houston of the department of ag- • 
riculture.
